REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

1. ) Claim Amendments 

The Applicant has amended claims 6, 11, and 17-23; and claims 1-5 and 16 have 
been canceled. Accordingly, claims 6-15 and 17-23 are pending in the application. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application is respectfully requested in view of the 
foregoing amendments and the following remarks. 

2. ) Allowable Subject Matter 

The Applicant gratefully acknowledges the conditional allowance of claim 21. 

3. ) Examiner Objections 

The drawings were objected to because Figure 1 should be designated by a 
legend such as - Prior Art --. The Applicant has amended Figure 1 as suggested by 
the Examiner and included a Replacement Sheet herewith. The Examiner's approval of 
the drawing change is respectfully requested. 

4. ) Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 101 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-10 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because the claimed 
invention lacks patentable utility. The Applicant has canceled claims 1-5 and amended 
claim 6 to overcome the rejection. 

Claims 7-10 depend from amended claim 6 and recite further limitations in 
combination with the novel elements of claim 6. Therefore, the allowance of claims 6- 
10 is respectfully requested. 

The Examiner rejected claims 22 and 23 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because they 
are computer processing related claims. The Applicant has amended the claims as 
suggested by the Examiner. The Examiner's consideration of the amended claims is 
respectfully requested. Therefore, the allowance of claims 22 and 23 is respectfully 
requested. 
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5.) Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-20, 22 and 23 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Arslan, et al. (US 7,031,411). The Applicant has canceled claims 1-5 and 
16 and amended claims 6, 11, 17-23 to better distinguish the claimed invention from 
Arslan. Independent claims 6, 11, 22 and 23 have been amended to include the 
element of claim 21 which was determined patentable by the Examiner: "...wherein the 
spatio-temporal whitening operation is terminated in response to a determination that an 
energy reduction of a synchronization residue is not sufficiently large..." Claim 21 was 
amended to incorporate its base claim 16, and claims 17-20 were amended to depend 
from amended claim 21. Because all of the claims now include the element from claim 
21 which was found by the Examiner not to be disclosed by Arslan, the allowance of 
claims 6-15 and 17-23 is respectfully requested. 



In view of the foregoing remarks, the Applicant believes all of the claims currently 
pending in the Application to be in a condition for allowance. The Applicant, therefore, 
respectfully requests that the Examiner withdraw all rejections and issue a Notice of 
Allowance for all pending claims. 

The Applicant requests a telephonic interview if the Examiner has any questions 
or requires any additional information that would further or expedite the prosecution of 
the Application.
